THE OLD METHOD, 


As long as flro etching hod to bo done 


under the disadvantages that Mr Fosdick 
encountered, there was little danger that 
the art would fall into the trifling hands 
of amateurs.

Dr. Cyras Edson writes an important 


paper on typhus in the New York Her- 
ald.

No ex- 
perimcnta, so far as known, however, 
have yet been made in the way of inoc-

of filth, famine and nonvenfilafloh.* It" 
may finally attack the cleanliest and 
most wealthy, hut it invariably appears 
amonj,' the dirty, insufficiently nourished 
tenemunt hotise people.

In the dark, foul dens where poverty 


striclton wretches huddle together and 
shut nil the windows to keep out the 
cold, typhus most loves to nest. Conse- 
quent ly it is worse in winter. The open- 
ing of the windows in summer drives 
the deadly germ away. 


Most important to us, however, and 


little reassuring, is Dr. Edson's assertion 
that typhus is not the only one of the 
terror phantoms which the Russian fam- 
ine ivill let loose upon the world. The 
Busman grip has already devastated Eu- 
rope jind America, growing more viru- 
lent oach season. A Pandora's box of 
deadly diseases will be poured upon the 
civilised world from this Russian fam- 
ine. It is many a century since a fam- 
ine BO terrible as the one now raging in 
Russia has afflicted the world. As in 
the old time and always, it is followed 
by pestilence. Russia is a menace to 
the lioalth of the nations at present. 


It i« curious to note how persons of 


different race behave under the influ- 
ence of the typhus dolirium. Wo quote 
from Dr. Edson: 


ThcM-e is one thing which h<ui been noticed 


among tbeie potlonta which Is to tho lust de- 
gree strange from the standpoint of the physi- 
cian. I have spoken of the delirium of typhne 
and of It* intense character. Ordinarily speak- 
ing this delirium is very active, the patient— 
especially If he bo an Irishman or an Ameri- 
can— In kept in bod with difficulty; he talks 
about hia business, his troubles, hi» private af- 
fairs unceasinely.

Boy Criminals. 


A French writer on sociological topics 


calls attention to the fact that the most 
desperate criminals are now boys and 
young fellows under twenty-five. 
Up 


to fifteen years ago the assassin was 
usually a man full grown; in many cases 
he was almost middle aged. Now the 
toughs, the gangs, the human wild 
beasts that terrorize neighborhoods and 
certain districts in cities are from four- 
teen years old up to twenty-two. The 
boy criminals committed for bold thefts 
and bloody deeds are notable in prisons 
and reformatories. They seem born 
murderers and monsters. In the words 
of a youth of seventeen, who tried to 
all his benefactress in France: "I would 
till, steal, murder and do all the harm I 
can. I have always had a desire to kill 
some one, and it would be a delight to 
me to cut off people's heads." 


The French writer attributes this 


'outhfnl outbreak of crime to inherited 
;endencies derived from parents ad- 
dicted to drunkenness. The actual state 
n which the lower classes of Paris live 
in respect to alcoholism is depicted well 
nough in Zola's powerful but unpleas- 
ant novels. Alcoholism develops the 
.ercer passions and appetites in men. 
Confirmed inebriates transmit their in- 
amed tempers and evil passions to 
tieir children, hence ika latter are born 
iueves and murderers. The temporary 
insanity of drunkenness is transmitted 
and made permanent in the same way, 
ccording to the French writer. There 
s now twice as much alcoholic insanity 
s there was fifteen years ago. This is 
true of France. It is to be hoped it is 
ot quite so bad in the United States, 
Ithough we have no statistics to show 
he actual facts. 
This much, however, is as true for the 
Inited States as for France, The most 


desperate criminals, apparently born so, 
are now boys and young men.

DI.WT in the region whioh the Pyrenees, 


like <i barrier of blue murble, border on th« 
south, nearly every dwelling (they nil in- 
vari ibly face tho rining sun) bos in its 
neighborhood a guardian tree—growing, a 
veni lated object, near the entrance.
